MR. CARNEGIE'S BIG PLANS 


SOME DETAILS OF PROJECT IN 


WASHINGTON. 


San Francisco, Dec, 10.—The deeds 


of gift executed by Mrs. Jane L. 
Stanford conveying property valued 
at from $28,000,000 to $30,000,000 
to the Iceland Stanford, Jr., univers- 
ity, do not affect her control of that 
institution during her life time. The 
total of her endowment is said to be 
three times greater than was ever 
before given by one individual 
to 


educational purposes in the history 
of the world. The properties given 
to the university are enumerated as 
follows:

Washington, Dec. 10.—Hon. Car- 


roll D. Wright, commissioner of the 
United States department of labor 
today made the following statement 
tas to Mr. Carnegie's endowment of a 
national university at Washington: 


"The general discussion which has 


been carried on during the 'last twen- 
ty-five yerus in relation to the estab- 
lishment of a national university in 
Washington has culminated in a 
{magnificent plan and endowment by 
MLr. Andrew Carnegie. Por a number 
of years the university idea held 
.sway, but about two years ago the 
matter was taken up by the Wash- 
ington Academy of Sciences and this 
body, in co-operation with the George 
Washington Memorial association, 
formulated a definite plan which dif- 
feied radically from the university 
plan 
contemplated in the earlier 


years. This resulted last spring, as 
was then published, in the organiza 
tion of the Washington Memorial in- 
stitution. The plan was, in biief, as 
follows: 


"1. 
Organization.—A 
private 


foundation independent of govern- 
ment support or control. 


"2. 
Objects.—(a)To facilitate the 


use of the scientific and other re- 
sources of the government for re- 
search. 


"(b) To co-operate with universi-

•magnificent plan and endowment by 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie. For a number 
of years the university 
idea held 


,sway, but about two years ago the 
matter was taken up by the Wash- 
ington Academy of Sciences and this 
body, in co-operation with the George 
Washington 
Memorial association, 


formulated a definite plan which dif- 
fered radically from the university 
plan 
contemplated 
in tho earlier 


years. 
This resulted last spring, as 


was then published, in the organiza- 
tion of the Washington Memorial in- 
stitution. The plan was, in brief, ns 
follows:
